tion inthe World fo fordidly and upace 
countably be wirch’d. 

Well might her Majefty bid you all be 
quiet, and do your own Bufinef:; for furely 
Men that have no Eyes to fee their Deftru- 
élion, ought not to affume the Leadin 
themfelves, or one another, fuch mu 
run into every Ditch, and plunge themfelves 
jnto every Gulph. 

There is noQueftion,and one woud thiak 
it needs no Explication, that Obedience to 
juft Princes, is our Debt to God, and the 

ature of the Government-——. And he 
that Refifts a Righteous Sovereign, in the 
juft Execution of the Legal Power, refifts 
the Ordinance of God, and they that fo 
Refift, receive to themfelves Damnation, 
&%c. But that this fhould be extended to 
prevent the Subje@s defending themfelves, 
againft unjuft and Tyrannical Invafions ot 
the Laws, Right, and Conttitution of the 
Government, is fuch an Abfardity, as re- 
quires no An(wer at.all, aod is nobly diftin- 
puifh'd in the Declaration of the Nobility, 
Gentry, Gc. Affembled at Nostingbam, 


1686, where the juft difference betweew 
Refifting a jaf Prince, and Refifting an Ar- 
bitrary Tyrant, is unanfwetably Stated. 

To fay as our Party now would fain 
bring in, that this Dc@rine renders her 
Majcfty’s Crown precarious, isan Impu- 
dent Suggeftion upon her Majefty$ as if 
there were real Occafion to fuppofe her 
Majefty, who has made the Laws the firi& 
and unbroken Rule of her Government, 
fhould deviate from the Religious Obfer- 
vance of that effential Part of Govern- 
ment, and become a Tyrant. 

To fay, that becaufe it is utterly Iegal 
to Refit her Majefly, a Mild, Merciful, 
and Ju Queen, who goVerns according to 
Law, Preferves, and Nourifhes the Confti- 
tution, and is a true Parent to her Péople g 
under whom Religion flourithes, Vertue is 
Encouraged, Liberty preferv’d, Juftice Sup- 
ported, and Legal Right kept Sacred ; that 
therefore if an Incarnate Devil fhould fuc- 
ceed, and Reign by all thé Violencés and 
furious Injuries, of an Enraged Monfter; 
we muft equally Subje& our felves, and 
equally abhorrRefifting Him, as her prefent 
Majefty ; This would be fuch incongruous 
Noafeafe, fuck abfurd, ftupid, and wnac- 
countable a way of fpeaking—— AsI hope 
Englifo Men wil never underftand, and 
much lefs fubmit to. 


To fay fach Kings, Lord Rule by thee, 
Is mft prodigions Blafpbemy : 
If {uch Kings are by God appointed, 
The Devil may be the Lords Anointed.
